Astronomers have long suspected that 
there was something wrong 
earth’s axis. During the last 50 years or 
so slight variations in the latitudes of 
some of the principal astronomical observ- 
atories have been noted, which upon ex- 
ami@ation were found to be so systematic 
that it seemed hardly possible that they 
could be due wholly to errors of observa- 
tion. It is, however, only within the last 
ten years that astronomers have beceme 
convinced, mainly throngh the masterly 
treatment of the subject by Dr. =. C. 
Chandler, that terrestrial latitudes 
ally do fluctuate to a slight extent, ina 
way which can be accounted for only on 
the supposition that the earth’s axis of 
rotation is not rigidly fixed in it but is

Secondly, this circle— 
its centre—performs a circuit, in the 
same direction, about the ‘‘pole of fig- 
ure’’ in an ellipse, of which the longer 
diameter is about 25 feet. the shorter 
eight feet. The pole of figure is at the 


| centre of this ellipse. The average period 


of this second revolution is one year. 
This is the fundamental scheme; but it 
is modified by systematic vuriations, 
which appear to have a cycle of about 64 
years. ‘The diameter of the circle varies 
froin 16 to 36 feet, and the period of rota- 
tion in it ranges between 425 and 434 
days. The ellipse also is probably eubject

Detailsof Contenplated Journey of the 
German Emperor and Empress. 


The details of the journey ot the Ger- 
Inan emperor and empress to Palestine 
are interesting. The party will nam- 
ber ninety persons and no newspaper 
man will be officially permitted to ac- 
company them. Their majesties will 
spend six days in the Holy Land. They 
will land at Jaffa, where they will be 
received by a Turkish escort 100 strong. 
Besides, there will be present 12,000 
Turkish treops. all in new uniforms. 
leave Jaffa cn Octobrr 25 for 
Jerusalem, pitching their tents for the 
night beside the ruins of Caesaren. 
They will arrive in Jerusalem on Octo- 
ber 29, und will attend divine services 


on the morning of the 30th in the Pro- 
testant church in Bethlehem, and in 
the afternoon on the Mount of Olives. 


The Church of the Redeemer at Jerusa- 
lem will be consecrated on October 31.
